Storage In. the' Homt. 


By utilizing every square foot of 


space In the garden a considerable 
quantity of vegetables may be grown 
for storage for winter use. If no stor- 
age facilities exist in the home all the 
crops suitable .for iceeplng may be 
stored in -outdoor tianks/or pits. How- 
ever, tt Is-not at ail difficult to provide 
storage facilities En~most homes. It be- 
ing oniy-necessary, to make use of the 
cellar, the attic, a large, closet, or oth- 
er, parts of the dwelling, depending up- 
on the character of the product to be 
stored. 


Beans,- Including tbe Limns, may be 


stored dry, and It is advisable to grow 
them to.as" greattaa^extent us possible 
for winter use.1 LI mas and other pole 
heans may be planted around the fence, 
It being possible in this way to produce 
'considerable quantities of dried beans 
for winter use. The pods should be al- 
lowed to remain on the .vines until dry 
.enough to rattle, should then be gath- 
ered/spread on the attic floor or In 
".some other; dry place, and when dry, 
shelled, and'stored In bags.
